2. Citations and explanations (Rule 70.7) 

No more documents cited in this report than in the international search report. 
The technical solutions defined in claim 1 does not involve novelty in the sense of Art, 33 (2) 
PCT for the following reasons. 

Dl: CN2165524Y, 18 May, 1994; 

The claim 1 claims an electrical switch. Dl discloses a switch, which includes a movable contact 
1, a stationary contact, an arc-suppressing mechanism with arc contact, an insulating plate 7, a 
housing and a drive mechanism. And when the circuit is closed an iron core is attracted and a hook of 
a pole 12 is connected with a lock mechanism 14 and it keeps the circuit closed (referring to page2- 
4). So,Dl discloses the whole content of the claim 1 and it has no novelty in the sense of Art. 33 (2) 
PCT. 

The documents cited in the international search report don't disclose the technical solutions in 
claims 2-6. So claims 2-6 are novel under PCT Article 33(2). And none of the cited documents gives 
any indication to the claims 2-6. No relevant combination of the cited documents would lead a 
person skilled in the art to the technical solutions defined in the claims. So claims 2-6 are deemed to 
involve an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3). 

Claims 1-6 are industrially applicable under PCT Article 33(4) because the switches in claims 1-6 
can be made and used in the industries. 
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
